Did Not Attempt to Conceal 
His Bitter Disappointment 


But Took It Gamely. 
' Will He Challenge 


Again ? 


New York, Oct. 5—Sir Thomas Lip- 


ton summoned the entire crew of the 
Shamrock on deck this morning and 
personally 
thanked them for their 


loyal work throughout the races and 
complimented them on their behavior. 


The mainsail of the 
Shamoock is 


unbent and she will be docked today 
in the Erie basin. 


The official time of the finish of 


yesteday's race placed Columbia two 
seconds behind the Shamrock in cross 
mg the line, so that the Columbia's 
43 seconds time 
allowance gave her 


the race by 41 seconds, corrected time. 


The usual pandemonium that attend 


the finish of a Yankee victory In a 
cup contest followed "the crossing of 
the line, and J. P. Morgan's 
steam 


yacht 
Corsair fired a salute of 21 


guns. 


After the Columbia had hauled down 


her sails and set her victory flag, the ex- 
cursion boats crowded alongside to 
cheer the Yankee sailors and the win- 
ning skipper. Nor did they forget eithei 
Lipton or his gallant craft. In tnrn the 
crowded steamers 
ran alongside the 


Shamrock and the Erin and the van- 
quished received almost as mur-h honoi 
as -the victor. And thus with felicita- 
tions nil around the 12th series of racea 
for the old cnp whicli the sch'oonei 
America broaght over 50 years ago end- 
ed with the best of feeling. 


While taking his defeat gamely, Mr. 


Lipton made -no attempt to conceal the 
disappointment when he talked about 
the race. "I am very dissapointed," he 
said. "I thought within 15 minutes of 
the finish that we had won. When I 
looked around the situation had changed 
end we had lost It was a bard blow to 
ne BO near winning and I hen to lose, i 
should like to have got one race, just 
by way of consolation. It is very hard 
thing to be beaten by a breath. 


"Columbia's win today was fair and 


square and honorable. There is nothing 
to protest if I wanted to protest. In fact 
I have a feeling in my heart that if there 
bad been any error in Judgment a£'all It 
would have been In my favor. If'there 
had been any possibility of choice In tha 
matter, I believe the New York Yacht 
club would have given me the race. 
Somtimes a man may hare the foettet 
boat, but even having it must have a 
wee bit of luck to win. I am ^ery it uch 
grieved indeed, very grieved, and," be 
added, "I should have liked to have 
won one race." 


Hardly had the Erin's anchors touched 


bottom after the race when a launch 
from the yacht Corsair came alongside 
bearing the regatta committee of the 
New York Yacht club. Sir Thomas met 
them at the head of the gangway, and he 
shook hands with them individually. 
He said: 


"Gentlemen, It was a fair beat I 


want to say again that you have treated 
me with the utmost fairness and cour- 
tesy. You have met every wish of mine, 
and, from my heart, I thank you." 


Commodore Leclyard. chairman of the 


New York Yacht club regatta com- 
mittee, replied: "Sir Thomas, we have 
never had a truer sportsman to dea' 
with." 


Many of Sir Thomas's guests on board 


the Erin crowded around to express 
their sympathy at his defeat, and as- 
sured him of the high place he had won 
in the hearts of all Americans. 


"When a man wins a heart he has won 


more than a cup," said one of them. 


There were tears in the Irish baro 


net's eyes when he thanked them for 
their kind words. Said he: "The words 
you have spoken touch me far more than 
my defeat today. I tried to win the cup 
and I have done my best But, bettet 
than all that I have the good wishes of 
this country." 


When asked about his plans for the 


future, Sir Thomas said: "It is too 
early to talk about my plans. About the 
Shamrock I cannot decide yet what 1 
shall do, and as to challenging 
It Is too soon to think about it.'!

SAMPSON IS ASKED FOR 


Lemly's Refusal to Make 
Correction Leads to De- 
cision to Summon Him,

Washington, Oct. 6 — Lieutenant 


Commander Hodgson, formerly navi- 
gator of Admiral Schley's flagship, the 
Brooklyn, continued his testimony be- 
fore the court of inquiry today. 


He continued his description of the 


battle of Santiago, with reference to 
the part taken in it by the Brooklyn. 


In his testimony on the Brooklyn's 


"loop," Mr. Hodgson described 
the 


movement of the helm, and said that 
at the crucial movement he suggested 
that the proposed turn would run the 
Brooklyn into the Texas, or very close 
to her. 


"What did you say in terms and 


what was the reply, as nearly as you 
can give the words by each?" asked 
Captain Lemly 


"Well, as nearly as I remember, I 


said, 'Commodore, if you go to star- 
board you will run into the Texas,' and 
e said, 'Damn the Texas; I can't help 
that; she must look (jut for herself,' or 
words to that effect. "He will take 
care of that,' and he-said, 'I don't pro- 
pose to go in anjr closer and subject 
myself to torpedo attack' 
' 


In reply to further questions, Lieu- 


tenant Commander Hodgson testified 
that he thought the Brooklyn was 
about 250 or 300 yards from the Texas 
when she crossed her bows. He said 
he had previously estimated this dis- 
tance at seventy-five to a hundred and 
fifty yards, but changed this estimate 
as a result of cC%;sultiing his notes. He 
said that^ie -was afraid of a collision 
at the time. 


At yesterday's session Chief Counsel 


Baynor, for Admiral Schley, asked 
tha.t Admiral Sampson be summoned 
as a witness in the cas 5.

our streets in some sections of the 
city? 
Elver street, along the river 


bank where it is being "filled in." 
seems to suffer most from this form 
of lawlessness. 


Last Saturday the SuUHvan Broth- 


ers' teams diove up and directly under 
the sign of "Dump no rubbish here," 
cooly deposited a number of loads of 
foul rubbish, old broken bricks, stones 
and waste paper covered with paste, 
which every passing breeze scattered 
along the street, helped 
along by 


boys fr'om remote parts of the city. 
The people on this street are careful 
not to put anything in this part and 
why dump carts from distant part? 
of the city are allowed to make a 
dumping ground of one of the princi- 
pal streets, and why these flagrant 
acts o'f lawlessness are permitted by 
our city officials is a mystery to every- 
one that sees them. 
This shiftless, 


slipshod manner of discharging offi- 
cial duties should be stopped at once 
and capable, reliable men put in the 
places of these merely "salary draw- 
ers." Mr. Berry, our superintendeat 
of streets, complacently drove up on 
Monday morning and looked at these 
piles of rubbish nuisance as if he ap- 
proved it, which I suppose he did, 
judging from the state of the city 
streets since he took them under his 
care. If a complaint is made *f' the 
city hall about a grievance of this 
sort one is sent from one to another. 
It is nobody's business there, it seems. 


Now, 
what is to be doTie to irrotect 


abused citizens? Is it not tjuite time 
that these lawless people who have 
no regard for the rights or privileges 
of others should ba taken in hand and 
stopped by law, if necessary, 
from 


dumping such stuff in one of our most 
thickly populated streets? 
I 


Last summer during the heated 


term the aforenamed offenders dumped 
load after load of such offensive re- 
fuse, old decayed floors and manure 
from an old stable in the rear of the 
Wilson house on the same river bank 
directly in front of my windows. An<5 
the men whose business ft is t'o look 
after these thfngs rode by and calm- 
ly ignored it. Do they want to start 
an epidemic, or what is the reason of 
this apathy? There are capable men 
in this city, who could fill these po- 
sitions of trust, and why not get them 
for the work instead of these incap- 
ables who now fill them? 


The state of things along the river 


bank, these unsightly humps of dirt, 
"broken bricks, etc., Is certainly no 
credit to the owners of ill? property 
who pei'mit this sort 
of filling in. 


"Waste paper will not make a very se- 
cure foundation to build a house °n. 


Two years ago we had a man who 


really did look after and kept the 
street in repair, the only one who ever 
filled the office and took the least in- 
terest in this street And right here, 
why should not this street be attend- 
ed to. It is one at the highest taxed 
districts in the city, but no sort of at- 
tention or justice has ever been done 
it save by this one man whose term 
of office was painfully short, and why? 
Perhaps he looked after the street too 
well. At any rate, I have seen from 
my windows his men and himself dur- 
ing the fiercest thunder storms out in 
the rain keeping the catch basins open 
and free from the accumulated stones 
and mud swept there by the rain, 
thereby saving the streets from being 
torn up and saving the city thousands 
of dollars. We don't see that work 
done now. Instead, in about five or 
ten minutes large ponds of water form 
around this corner of River and North 
Holden streets, until we almost fear 
the late experience of our neighboring 
town of Adams, 


At any^rate I hope the owners of 


the property along the river bank will 
show some taste and pride in their 
property and have an hour or so spent 
in leveling those 
unsightly humps 


that now offend the eye. Need we 
wonder that our ccowitry neighbore 
reproach us with a lack of pride and 
taste in these things.

Boston, Oct. 5.- With the ballot which 


gave Herbert L. Parker of Lancaster 
the nomination for attorney general 
over Kobert O Harris of Bridgewater, 
the only contest in the Republican state 
convention yesterday was decided. 


The other nominations from that of 


W. M. Crane for governor for a third 
term, at the head of the ticket, down 
through the list were unanimous. The 
vote for Mr. Parker was made unani- 
mous on motion of Mr. Harris. 


The full ticket K-aminated follows: 


Governor, Wi M. Crane of Dalton; lleu- 
tnant governor, J. L. Bates of Boston; 
treasurer, E. S. Bradford of Springfield; 
secretary of state, W. M. Olin of Bos- 
.ton; auditor, H. E. Turner of Maiden; 
attorney general, U. L. Parker of Lan- 
caster. 


The keynote of the convention was the 


life and administration of the late Presi- 
dent McKinley, deep feeling being 
shown in the address of the permanent 
chairman, in the resolutions adopted 
and the eloquent words of the senior 
senator of the state, George F. Hoar, 
who addressed the delegates. 


At the close of Senator Hoar's speech 


the band struck up "The Star Spangled 
Banner." This brought the vast audi- 
ence to its feet and a great cheer 
from the delegates and spectators fol- 
lowed the closing notes. 


lilr. Parker, the successful candidate 


for atorney general, was introduced to 
the convention. He made a short ad- 
dress, and the convention adjourned.

Everything Points ro a Confirmation 


of Prosperous Cond.tlois 


New York, Oct. 5.—R. G. Dun's Week- 


ly Review of Trade says: Trade chan- 
nels are remarkably free from obstruc- 
tions, although the movement of goodc 
at some points-is checked by insufficient 
transporting faejlities. This is a tribute 
to the unusually'heavy shipments. 


Manufacturing is of such vigor that 


few wheels are idle, and further wage 
agreements hare reduced the number of 
strikers to a minimum. Foreign trade is 
also heavy. 


Nothing new has daveloped in regard 


to the iron and steel situation, and with 
mills crtfwded In tneir efforts to overtake 
consumptive denmnd there is little pros- 
pect of any material change in the mar- 
ket for some time. 
* 


Steadiness is still the feature in tex- 


tile markets. There was a tendency to 
hold back the placing of new business, 
particularly in the cotton goods d i r'slon. 
This was attributed to expectation ol 
changes in the price of raw material 
During September the volume of dry 
goods sales' was well iu excess of the 
same month last year. Recent advanced 
quotations are held and exporters for 
China are unable to secure even the 
email reductions asked. 


New orders for woolens are slow, but 


buyers complain of late delivery on old 
contracts. This might result in cancel 
lation if the demand was not urriformly 
brisk and dealers unable to secure 
goods elsewhere. Wool conies forward 
freely and supplies are ample. 


Staple products have declined Moder- 


ately as a rule, with the exception of 
cotton and pork products. The -aria- 
tion was widest in corn. 


Exports have increased, but are still 


small.

It has always been a matter of regret 


in this city that in the days when it 
should have been done, the early resi- 
dents of the "north village" of the 
town of Adams did not have more ap- 
preciation of the .future needs of the 
city whose foundations they -were lay- 
ing and provide wider streets and lay 
them out in a better and more con- 
venient manner. 


Tbf- particular grievance of tc'toy 


against our ancestors is that they al- 
lowed Ashland street to lose itself be- 
fore reaching Main street. 
Yet the 


present generation has not been en- 
tirely free from land-greediness when 
it came to the matter of laying out 
streets, or so public-spirited when an 
opportunity presented to remedy some 
of the mistakes of the past, that it 
would be likely to concern 
itself 


much with any question of a better 
ending for Ashland street were it not 
for the trouble the citizens find them- 
selves in to provide a substitute route 
for the^proposed Church street electric 
car line to Adams. 


There are those who say the trolley 


muist not go down Church street, who 
now begin to recognize the fact, de- 
termined as they are, that to stop the 
buiVJing of the line would be to ham- 
per the growth of North Adams. In 
casting about for a substitute they 
find Ashland street quite the thing 
until the upper end of it is reached. 
But the norv^v,,-P.-5 <}' fhs street above 
CliPV-v.T. birr;* Mi'I Mie 'sck of en- 
ti.x •(.-•: te Mviu sw-et are not beyond 
poiMl i<! remedy, and in the»emergen- 
cy it is probable that some move 
along the line of opening Ashland 
street through to Main will be made. 


In fact there are men i-pa^.v to start 


such a move when "they see just how 
the thing can be accomplished. One of 
these men said to a Transcript re- 
porter. 


"If the present trolley situation re- 


sults in the opening of Ashland street 
through to Main and the widening of 
the street 
above 
Chestnut, Church 


street would be saved and the city 
would receive a boom that would not 
be due entirely to the trolley extension. 
Ashland street would become one of 
the best business streets in the city 
and would keep the business blocks oft 
Church street. 


"This is a matter which 
wiM be 


urged in some form before this trolley 
discussion is over. 
Public 
spirited 


citizens could take hold of the matter 
and not only do a good work for the 
city but make a few dollars for them- 
selves. If they do not, there may be 
some proposition in the council about 
paying for a franchise in a way that 
will contribute materially to this de- 
sired result. Such a proposition is al- 
ready being prepared. 


"But some of our citizens could serve 


themselves and the city very well if 
they would take this matter up. A 
syndicate might be organized to in- 
clude the property owners and to buy 
out those who did not care to go in. 
Ashland street could be widened and 
the buildings between Summer and 
Main streets taken down for an ex- 
tension through. The -whole cost and 
loss would be more than made up in 
the increase of property values on the 
new street. Our business center is so 
well developed the land would surely 
be marketable at once. 


"The matter has been forced to the 


front, however, and it will be well dis- 
cussed tfiis -time. It will figure in any 
proposition to keep the trolley off of 
Church street or to require pay for a 
franchise."
